This should be rubbed on 
the hair and into the scalp at 
night, once a week, leav ing it in 
until the next morning when the 
hair should be washed with cas- 
tile soap and warm water. The 
hair should not be washed more 
than once a week. Massaging the 
scalp sometimes helps. Tonics 
containing alcohol should not be 
used except occasionally.

Nev­ 
ertheless. it is possible to abuse 
it and, when taken in excessively 
large amounts, it can be danger­ 
ous. It may produce permanent 
damage to the nervous system, or 
at times even cause death. 
Since there is no antidote for 
an over-dose of aspirin, the only 
treatment for an o\cr-dose is its 
rapid removal from the body. 
The fact that large quantities of 
aspirin may cause severe kidney 
damage may be a serious obstacle 
to any treatment, an additional 
reason for care in using the drug 
and for keeping it well out of the 
way of inquisitive youngsters.
